The man who kn ew ev ery fellow’s 
first n ame was the most democ­ 
ratic, we thou ght. 
Bu t later I saw 
that this democracy m ean t little 
fu n damen tally . Democratic gov ern ­ 
men t in a city is n ot ju dged by the 
frien dlin ess of the people, bu t by 
what amou n t of con trol in the city ’s 
affairs they ex ert. It is mu ch the 
same in a college. Amherst is con ­ 
trolled by a board of tru stees an d 
is actu ally an absolu te au tocracy . 
The tru stees hav e the 
power 
to 
hire an d fire, to make ru les an d 
regu lation s 
withou t 
con su ltin g 
those closely con n ected with the 
college. 
Occupations of Trustees. 
Mr. Clark recen tly made a cen ­ 
su s of occu pation s of the tru stees 
of 17 priv ate colleges an d 22 pu b­ 
lic or state in stitu tion s. 
Of these 
he fou n d 67 per cen t were in com­ 
mercial callin gs, 11 per cen t in the 
priv ate colleges were profession al 
men an d 23 per cen t in state col­ 
lege« , abou t 6 per cen t were teach­ 
ers, bu t were n ot in the colleges 
of which they were tru stees. 
His 
qu estion n aire showed that n on e of 
the colleges had tru stees from their 
facu lty , or stu den t body or of the 
workin g class, so that n on e were 
directly con n ected with the in sti­ 
tu tion s they were directin g. 
Un til 
this con dition is remedied, he said, 
it will be impossible to hope for 
tru e democracy 
in 
the 
colleges. 
Stu den ts an d facu lties 
can 
help 
chan ge these con dition s by u n itin g 
an d askin g for some share in the 
represen tation , as is giv en in other 
bran ches of work.

The form is in six pages, two of 
which provide for the return prop- 
jer, and two for making a duplicate 
of the return. 
Two pages are de­ 
voted to instructions. 
The dupli­ 
cate and 
the 
instruction 
pages 
should be detached and returned by 
the tax payer, and the original re­ 
turn mailed to Collector Goodcell 
Form 1040 for filing returns of net 
income in ex cess of 15,000 soon 
will be issued, and mailed to tax ­ 
payers who filed sim ilar returns 
for 1921. The filing period is from 
January 1 to March 15, 1923. 
To Avoid Errors. 
To avoid errors which may re 
suit to their disadvantage, tax pay­ 
ers are advised by Collector Good­ 
cell to study carefully the instruc­ 
tions on the forms, especially those 
with regard to credits for personal 
ex emptions and dependents. M ar­ 
ried persons required to make a re­ 
turn on Form 1040A—those whose 
net income was $ 5,000 or less—are 
allowed an ex emption 
of $2,500. 
The ex emption for 
married 
per­ 
sons whose net income was in ex ­ 
cess of $ 5,000 is $ 2,000. 
The ex emption for 
single 
per­ 
sons is $ 1,000. Also, whether m ar­ 
ried or single, the tax payer is al­ 
lowed a credit of $ 400 for each per­ 
son dependent upon him for chief 
support, if such person is under 18 
years of age or incapable of self- 
support because of being mentally 
or physically defective. 
Collector Goodcell said it should 


j be remembered that the require­ 
ment to file a return is placed up­ 
on every m arried person whose net 
; income for 1922 was $ 2,000 or more 
I or whose gross income was $ 5,000 
or more, and upon 
every 
single 
person 
whose 
net 
income 
was 
$ 1,000 or more, or whose gross in­ 
come was $ 5,000 or more. 
All Must File. 
The fact that by reason of the ex ­ 
emptions and credits, 
a 
person’s 
income is not tax able, 
does 
not 
nullify the requirem ent to file a 
return if the income equals or ex ­ 
ceeds these specified amounts. Net 
income, upon which the tax is as­ 
sessed, is gross income less cer­ 
tain deductions for 
business 
ex ­ 
penses, bad debts, losses, contribu­ 
tions, etc., provision for which is 
made on the forms. 
A head of a family—"a person 
who actually supports 
and 
main­ 
tains in one household one or more 
individuals who are closely con­ 
nected with him by blood relation­ 
ship, relationship by m arriage or 
by adoption”—is allowed the same 
ex emptions as a married person. 
In the returns of m arried per­ 
sons m ust be included the net in­ 
come of both husband and wife and 
dependent children. 
Husband and 
wife may make a joint return 
or 
separate returns. They receive but 
one personal ex emption, $ 2,500 or 
$ 2,000 as the case may be. If they 
make separate returns the ex emp­ 
tion may be taken by either or di­ 
vided between them. 
The ex emp­ 
tion of $ 400 for a dependent may 
be claimed only by the one who 
furnishes 
the 
dependent’s 
chief 
support. 
Calendar Year Basis. 
The tax payer’s status on the last 
day of the tax able year—December 
31, 1922, if made on the calendar 
year basis—determines the amount 
of his ex emptions and credits. 
If 
married and living with 
wife 
or 
husband on that day 
the 
ex emp­ 
tion is $ 2,500 or $ 2,000, according 
to the amount of the net income. 
If single and w ithout dependents 
on that day he 
may 
claim 
but 
$ 1,000 
as 
his 
ex emption, 
even 
though he may have been married 
or the head of a family during the 
greater part of the year. 
Widow­ 
ers, widows, divorcees and persons 
separated by mutual consent are 
classed as single persons. 
Collector Goodcell is preparing 
to send into each county in the 
district revenue officers who will 
aid tax payers in making out their 
returns. 
Sim ilar services will be 
offered city residents, but the col­ 
lector’s advice befor/ seeking such 
assistance is to read carefully the 
instructions.

Hewitt, Los Angeles, that subpoe- 
naes served by mail w ere illegal, 
Justice J. B. Cox , long the foe of 
the small 
claims 
system, today 
pointed out several other feature's 
of the law which he term s as not 
in compliance with the constitu­ 
tion. 
The case in Los Angeles, the jus­ 
tice pointed out, was an appeal car­ 
ried to superior court by Dr. A rthur 
A. Foster, in a case brought by H. 
A. Longacre. 
Dr. Foster appealed 
on the grounds that the law was 
unconstitutional in that it deprived 
persons of property without due 
process of law by failing to provide 
for the personal service of sub- 
poenaes. 
Judge Concurs 
Superior Judge H ewitt concurred 
with Foster’s view, and said that 
the subpoenaes 
should 
not have 
been mailed, but should have been 
served personally. 
The could did 
not rule on the constitutionality of 
the entire act. 
“T hat’s only a small part of it,” 
Justice Cox said, after reading of 
the decision. 
“The act does not 
provide for the personal service of 
subpoenaes. 
How are you going 
to serve them ex cept 
by mail, if 
there is no provision for it? 
“I’ll tell you why the whole sys­ 
tem is faulty,” Cox continued. Sev­ 
eral weeks 
ago 
the justice an 
nounced 
his intention 
of testing 
the law, and has since refused to 
honor any small claims brought 
before him. “In the first place, no 
complaint is filed with the court. 
The court does not know w hat it 
is all about. 
Defendant Denied Counsel 
“In the second place, the act 
denies the defendant the right to 
counsel, which is a prime privilege 
in American courts. 
“Then, there is no chance for the 
plaintiff to appeal, as there would 
be in an 
ordinary 
civil 
action, 
whereas the defendant may enter 
an appeal. 
“And most im portant, it denies 
the defendant the right of a jury 
trial.” 
W hereupon Cox launched Into 
his attack of the small claims court 
as it is practiced here.- 
“It is called 
the 
‘poor 
man’s 
court’. 
Bah! It is nothing but a 
collecting agency. 
“I object to being used as a col­ 
lector for merchants, who, making, 
342 per cent profit, are afraid to 
lose a nickel by refusing to trust a 
man, and then ask me to collect 
for them.” 
“I’m going to stick to my posi­ 
tion, refuse to honor 
the 
small 
claims, and let them 
mandamus 
me,” Cox concluded.

Gasoline Tax Situation 
Fresno Republican 
The annou ncement th at a g ood roads committee, 
selected by the chairman of the new state hig hway 
commission, will start ou t at once on an inspection 
of the condition of the hig hway s of the state means 
bu siness. 
It was of cou rse to be ex pected that Gov ernor- 
elect Richardson wou ld select an entirely new hig h­ 
way board. 
And It was equ ally to be feared that, 
with the best of intentions, the new board mem­ 
bers wou ld take a considerable time to prepare them­ 
selv es for their du ties. 
That Harv ey M. Toy of 
San Francisco, is anx iou s to redu ce this period to 
a minimu m is cau se for optimism. 
It is not so mu ch a cau se for optimism that the 
new administration shou ld feel impelled to ex pect 
a g asoline tax as a means of replenishing hig hway 
fu nds. 
Not that a tax on g asoline wou ld be u nju st. 
Pos­ 
sibly it is the most equ itable means of charg ing on 
g asoline v ehicles the cost of road maintenance. 
It 
is claimed that the g asoline tax can be so handled 
as to fall on au tocars and tru cks and not on sta­ 
tionary eng ines and tractors, which do not u se the 
roads. 
Bu t this g asoline tax proposal may be v ery u n­ 
happy for the state administration. 
It will g o con­ 
trary to too many popu lar ex pectations of what the 
new administration is to do. 
When two y ears ag o the v ariou s au to associations 
and interests g athered at Sacramento, they told the 
lawmakers to g o ahead and impose a g asoline tax 
for hig hway maintenance. 
And a bill was prepared 
to that effect. Why did it not become a law? 
The 
au to interests tu rned ag ainst their own su g g estion. 
They did this su bsequ ent to receiv ing widespread 
protests ag ainst a g asoline tax . 
When Friend W. Richardson was campaig ning for 
the Repu blican nomination for the primaries, su p­ 
porters circu larized the v oters that renomination of 
Stephens wou ld mean the imposition of a g asoline 
tax . 
Now, au tomobile interests ag ain are proposing a 
g asoline tax and the g ov ernor-elect is reported to 
ag ree. 
Bu t will the v oters, who hav e elected Richardson 
g ov ernor on a state economy platform, wrelcome the 
imposition of a new tax as the first step of the new 
administration? 
It is said that this g asoline tax shou ld permit 
the redu ction of other state tax es. 
Bu t these other 
tax es are indirect tax es, lev ied directly on pu blic 
u tilities, banks and the like, and only Indirectly on 
the people. 
Any direct pu blic benefit from redu c­ 
tions then wou ld be deferred. 
The g asoline imposi­ 
tion wou ld be directly felt. 
The other tax relief 
wou ld be delay ed and perhaps only in part realized. 
The leg islatu re will of cou rse hav e to take these 
thing s into consideration. 
Will it start u p the hill, 
as it did two y ears ag o, on a g asoline tax and then 
start down ag ain?
